Christmas club checks will be 
mailed out to residents of Rush- 
ville and Rush county Saturday 
night by the four local banks. 
Nearly 1,700-people took advan- 
tage of these Christmas savings 
clubs fostered by the lour banks 
in the city. 


The checks are being mailed 


out a week early this year in or- 
der that club members might 
profit by the prevailing low 
prices and that employment may 
be aided by immediate and sub- 
stantial increase of the purchas- 
ing power of the city and county. 


In round numbers the amount 


of Christmas club deposits at 
each local bank and the number 
of club members reported are as 
follows: 
American 
National 


Bank, $24,000 with approximate- 
ly £50 accounts; Rush County 
National bank, $18,000, with ap- 
proximately 400 accounts; Farm- 
ers' Trust company, $7,500, with 
approximately 280 accounts; and 
RushvUle National bank, $7,000, 
with 151 .accounts. 


All lour of the above banks are 


making plans now to open simi- 
lar clubs lor 1931, and these will 
be available in a few days. 


Six hundred and thirty-two 


million dollars will be distributed 
to about eleven million members 
of the Christmas club by more 
than 8000 banking institutions 
and organizations according to 
an estimate given out by Herbert 
F. Rawll, president ol Christmas 
club, a division of National 
Bancservice Corporation, at their 
New York City Headquarters, 461 
Eighth avenue. 


While this a record distribu- 


tion, the increase over last year 
is less than the normal annual 
increase. The average amount 
received by each member is 
$54.60, while this same figure 
stood at $59.50 in 1929. While sev- 
eral institutions in many sections 
of the country report on actual 
increase over last year, curtailed 
payrolls in industrial 
centers

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SOVIET TRIAL 


DRAMA DRAWN 


OUT FURTHER 


Moscow, Nov. 28 — (A.P.) — N. 


B. Krilenko, the most feared 


^prosecutor in all Soviet Russia, 


today called unexpected • wit- 
nesses in the dramatic trial of 
eight men charged witH plot- 
ting to overthrow the Soviet 
government. 


He was not expected to do 


this. The thousands of Com- 
munists who have been listening 
to this trial bver the radio 
thought that when the last of 
the defendants confessed and 
repented yesterday, the 
four 


judges would move immediately 
to pass sentence. 


But Krilenko, who has slashed 


his way through trials like this 
before, required the presence of 
sevral notable Soviet figures to 
bring out more incriminating 
facts against the accused and 
the "Industrial Party" through 
which they are alleged to have 
plotted with foreign "capitalist" 
powers. 


It was more likely, however, 


their statements would be re- 
ceived in secret session, for the 
court ruled yesterday there was 
to be no more open testimony 
regarding "friendly foreign pow- 
ers."

While withholding final judg- 


ment on the modified proposal 
for American adherence, Senator 
Watson indicated some disap- 
pointment over the decision to 
bring up the issue at this time.

As a 
general proposition, I have al- 
ways been against it. I fought 
against the entry of the United 
States into the league of nations 
for 12 years and have no reason 
fori changing my mind.

Beecher became pastor of the 
Presbyterian 
church at East 


Hampton, L. L, where his wife, 
Roxanna Foote, taught a private 
school for women and assisted 
materially in increasing ithe 
meagerxincome of her husband. 
His sermons were of a 'Classic or- 
der and he was in great demand 
as a public speaker, especially 
after the delivery of his famous 
oration on the "Criminality of 
Dueling," delivered on the oc- 
casion of Hamilton's death in his 
duel with Aaron Burr in July 
1804, on the famous field of Wee- 
hawken, N. J., where only a short 
time before, his son had fallen in 
a duel. 


Beecher alludes to it in his 


oration, when in this oration sel- 
dom equalled he exclaimed, "Oh 
thou disconsolate widow, robbed, 
so cruelly robbed, and in so short 
a time, of both a husband and a 
son. What must be the plentiude 
fo thy suffering." Every school 
boy of the McGuffey age, has 
read and declaimed that famous 
speech as well as his oration, 
-Touch not, taste not, enter not 
into temptation," found also in 
McGuffey's fourth reader. One 
passage found .hi that sermon 
which warns against the evils of 
strong drink, will today bear re- 
petition and is as follows: 


-Could I call around me'the 


young men of this nation. I 
would say—youths of my coun- 
try, blest be ye, now in the dew 
of your youth. But look well to 


Branch. In 1852- he returned tc 
Boston with the intention of re 
vising and publishing his writ' 
ings but his mental powers fail- 
ed and he returned to Brooklyn 
where he lived, until his death 
in 1863, with his son Henry 
Ward.

Later he went.to Lane 
seminary, where he pursued 
much the same studies he. had 
at Amhurst. Here he graduated 
in 1834 and accepted the pastor- 
ate of the Presbyterian church 
at Lawrenceburg, Ind.,' where he 
had a congregation.,of 20 mem- 
bers. Here he served as both 
sexton and preacher. Two years 
later he Was called to a New 
School Presbyterian church at 
Indianapolis in 1839, where his 
engaging: personality, 
vidid 


imagination and dramatic orar 
tory, secured over flowing coil-, 
gregations. Eight, years later" 
(1847) he was called to Plymouth 
church at Brooklyn, N. Y., -where 
he preached till his death in 
1887.. 
. He was a great enemy of-Ne- 
gro slavery and early in the Ci- 
vil warVent to England and in 
the face of southern sentiment, 
delivered several anti-slavery 
speeches, which had. a marked 
effect on public opinion in tha 
country. At Brooklyn he preach 
ed every Sunday, .to vast con 
gregations and on Fridays held

Presbyterian church there, t in 
1835: he was tried by his Pfesby- 
teiyr for teaching false dostrines,

Of Lyman Beecher's daughters, 


Harriet Was the most famous.

Highway commission forces 


are prepared to keep traffic mov- 
ing throughoutjthe year. Nearly 
150 snow plows are stationed in 
the snow belt in the north part 
of the state and crews are ready 
to man them at the slightest no- 
tice. Commission forces last year 
were forced to open snow-block- 
ed roads uTthe LaPorte, Michi- 
gan City, Gary and Chicago vi- 
cinities as late in the season as 
March. 


The state highway commission 


announced that at one tune last 
week the completion of construc- 
tion projects had been advanced 
to such a degree that there was 
! a total of less than nineteen 
miles of detours in the entire 
system. The total detour mileage 
will not exceed this much this 
winter, it was said, whereas there 
is ordinarily a total of at least 
100 miles in the system.
